PLO clashes daily 
with UNIFIL troops

The previous 
night UNIFIL soldiers from F(ji and 
terrorists almost exchanged shots 
when a Fiji officer refused to vacate 
a newly established UNIFIL out- 
post at Wadi Jiiu, near Baziriya. 

In the past month there have 
been at least 65 incidents between 
the UN interim force in Lebanon 
and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. These include: shots 
fired at a UN helicopter evacuating 
a soldier from Souui Lebanon for 
medical treatment in Haifa; attacks 
on UNIFIL positions; and terrorist 
ambushes and attacks on UNIFIL 
ground and motorized patrols.

UN sources told The Jerusalem 
Post over the weekend that the 
PLO has indicated that no media- 
tion will take place until the PLO 
Teels a change in attitude toward 
them. They noted that over the past 
month UNIFIL outposts have ap- 
prehended at least four arined ter- 
ror groups en route to South 
Lebanon.

the agency said. 

A protest note handed to the 
Vietnamese embassy “solemnly 
demanded” that the Vietnamese 
cease armed intrusions and 
provocations or be held “totally 
responsible for all the consequences 
arising therefrom.” 

A week ago Vietnam accused 
China of having committed 800 


military provocations against its 


leriritory in the past three months, 
which it said had taken a heavy toll 
of life and property. 

The two countries fought a 
month-long border war early last 
year.

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Crisis over Poland reported easing 


1 LONDON. — lndicatlonsyesierday 
pointed to an easing of the crisis 
over the situation in Poland. 

Officials travelling with U.S. 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie, 
who arrived here en route home 
from the Brussels conference of 
NATO foreign ministers, were 
quoted as saying that American in- 
telligence has detected a slightly 
reduced level of Soviet activity 
around the Polish border. 

The officials did not disclose 
details, but said they did not con- 
nect this apparent slackening of 
Soviet activity with the NATO con- 
ference warnings on Friday that the 
Kremlin's military intervention in 
Poland would have “incalculable 
results” on East-West relations for 
the foreseeable future. 

The officials said that the Polish 
situation has stabilized somewhat in 
the last 48 hours. 

Both the officials and Moscow 
yesterday saw an encouraging 
development in the call by Poland's 
Roman Catholic church for 
moderation by some of the workers' 
movements there.. 

U.S. Notional. Security Adviser 
Zbigniew BrzczinskJ also urged the 
Polish woriten, church and state to 
follow the triple virtues of 
“restraint, moderation and com- 
promise.” 

The church statement, by bishops 
of Poland's powerful Roman 
Catholic church, warned dissidents 
not to irritate the country’s Warsaw 
pact allies. 

Polish episcopate spokesman, the 
Rev. Alojzy Orszulik, said that the 
church — which claims ties to some 
90 per cent of the country's popula- 
tion — “opposes all statements and 
acts which might endanger the state 
and independence.” 

He said church bishops opposed 
dissident activities which “create 
nervousness and irritation both in 
the West and in the East," adding 
that “we have in mind mainly those 
noisy and irresponsible statements 


made against our eastern neighbour 

Asked if the church were 
seriously worried about a Warsaw 
Pact intervention. Father Orszulik 
observed that “judging by the 
historical experience of our 
neighbours. [ think that such a 
danger is possible. But nobody 
wants it, neither the leadership, the 
community, nor the church." 

Soviet media lauded the church's 
attitude. Moscow radio said that the 
statement had singled out for 
special criticism the dissident Self- 
Defence Committee (KOR) and the 
Confederation of Independent 
Poland. Both bodies which, accor- 
ding to the radio, had called for 
“outright confrontation with the 
authorities to change Poland's 
political structure." are anathema 
to Moscow. 

Reference to the strong church in 
Poland is itself a rarity in Moscow 
media, and the unusual treatment 
given the statement indicated 
Moscow's relief that the clergy had 
come down on the side of Poland's 
leadership. 

Pravda. meanwhile, implicitly in- 
dicated that the Soviet Union and 
its Warsaw Pact allies were convin- 
ced -that Foland'r ie ad c r rih p could* - 
control the situation. 

Poland's party leader Stanislaw 
Kania. yesterday issued a new at- 
tack on “anti-socialist groups” in 
the country, and appealed for a 
resolute campaign to keep them 
from doing more harm in their 
“striving to dismantle the socialist 
political system. 

“We have all the possibilities, 
enough justification ana strength to 
curb the action ... of groups which 
have set themselves counter- 
revolutionary aims," he told the 
congress of the official Peasants 
Party. 

Kania called Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev a "good friend of 
Poland who supports the country’s 
plans to solve its own problems,” 
and warned that the West was sup-

Watson's cables said Percy told 
Brezhnev he favoured a Palestinian 
state bordering Jordan and headed 
by Yasser Arafat. Percy said the 
state should have no offensive 
military capability and that the PLO 
should recognize Israel's right to ex- 
ist. 


President-elect RonaJd Reagan 
opposes such an independent state 
and has called the PLO a terrorist 
organization. 

“At the department’s request, the 
FBI is undertaking an investiga- 
tion," State Department spokesman 
Jack Cannon said on Friday. 

“We discussed the matter with 
Senator Percy and other members 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee.”

S. Africans 
may now buy 
Israel Bonds

Up to 525 million in Israel Bonds 
may now be sold in South Africa, 
under an agreement between 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
and his South African opposite 
number, Owen Horwood, who 
visited Israel last week. 

At a joint press conference In 
Jerusalem on Friday, Hurvifz stated 
that he had also requested tax ex- 
emption for contributions to the 
United Jewish Appeal — and he 
believed that this would be granted. 

Another concession made during 
the ministers' deliberations, which 
Horwood said “could not have been 
more friendly,” was a slight increase 
in the ceiling for South African in- 
vestments in Israel, up from 550 mil- 
lion to 560 million over the next 
three years. The range of permissi- 
ble projects has been widened to in- 
clude flats for rent. South African 
investors will be allowed to conduct 
transactions in Israel according to 
Pretoria’s official rate of exchange 
for the rand, which is 30 per cent 
higher than its world rate of ex- 
change, so that they will get 30 per 
cent more here for their rand invest- 
ments than they do in other 
countries. 

The South Africans will also assist 
Israeli importers of their goods by 
extending credit lines to 5165 mil- 
lion. 

The possible supply of South 
African coal for the new Hadera 
power station is one of the first sub- 
jects on the agenda of a new 
standing committee of- senior of- 
ficials. ft w31 meet once a year, and 
more frequently if necessary, the 
two ministers said.

Security Council to weigh 
case of West Bank mayors

UNITED NATIONS. — The UN 
General Assembly on Thursday 
evening requested the Security 
Council to convene urgently to take 
the “necessary measures" to ensure 
that Israel rescinds its expulsion of 
the two West Bank mayors and the 
religious leader of Hebron. 

Some 1 17 countries voted for the 
resolution, which was sponsored by 
Cuba, Iraq and Pakistan. Only the 
U.S. and Israel voted against it. 
Austria and Portugal voted in 
favour, while most other Western 
European members, Canada and 
Japan abstained. • 

The resolution also condemned 
Israeli policies in the West Bank, 
“especially the policy of opening 
fire on defenceless students, causing 
many casualties." . 

Nicolas Didier of Luxembourg, 
speaking on behalf of the nine mem- 
bers or the European Community, 
said before the vote that the nine 
“vehemently opposed" the expul- 
sion ( of the mayors and that the nine 
**wotild have liked to vote in favour 
of the resolution, but that they 
could not do that because of the 
language of some of the operative 
paragraphs." 

Austrian Ambassador Thomas 
Nowotny explained that his country 
decided to support the resolution . 
'since h shared a common view on 
the expulsion of the West Bank 
mayors as welt as. on the measures 
taken against the "educational in- 
stitutions for the Palestinian popula- 
tion.” 

Richard Petree, speaking for the 


U.S., said that his country has ex- 
pressed its “deepest concern" over 
the expulsion und that it appealed to 
Israel to let them remain. He said 
thal the U.S. felt that the Israeli 
measures against Palestinian stu- 
dents were “disproportionate”. But 
he added that the U.S. opposed the 
resolution because it “was not well 
balanced" and because it made no 
mention of the “broader context” 
of the situation. 

Israeli Ambassador Yehuda Blum 
said that the new draft resolution 
was “just another building block" in 
the general Arab campaign conduc- 
ted against Israel at the UN.-Hc also 
said thal the Israeli Supreme Court 
had upheld the validity of the expul- 
sion and that the draft resolution 
was a totally inadmissable attempt 
to interfere with the judicial system 
of a sovereign member state. 

The resolution calling for the 
convocation of the Security Council 
was one of six resolutions pertaining 
to the report of the special UN com- 
mittee “to investigate Israeli prac- 
tices. affecting the human rights of 
the population of the occupied 
territories." 

The Security Council is expected 
to convene tomorrow or Tuesday 
on the issue of the West Bank 
mayors, who will present their case 
before the Council. The mayors told 
The Jerusalem Post that they will 
also meet with the American Am- 
bassador Donald McHenry. 

Tomorrow the General Assembly 
is expected to vote on a set of draft 
resolutions concluding' the debate 
on Palestine and the Middle East

Brzezinski cautions Reagan 
over U.S. bases in Mideast 


Kahane freed from prison; 
vows to run again for Knesset

WASHINGTON. — The outgoing 
National Security Adviser, 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, has once again 
warned against the establishment of 
permanent U.S. bases in the Middle

Washington Star. Brzezinski recom- 
mended that the- Reagan ad- 
ministration be “mindful of the 


national and political sensitivities of 
the countries concerned." 


He cautioned that a proposal by 
some of President-elect Ronald 
Reagan's foreign policy advisers to 
create permanent U.S. bases in the 
region would be “‘counterproduc- 
tive.” 

As an alternative, Brzezinski 


pointed out, the administration of 
President Jimmy Carter has 


negotiated with four countries , in 
the regfon'tb'aftdw tfJT 
to use thei? “facilities, 
countries are Egypt, Somalia, 
Kenya and Oman. 

Brzezinslri also urged the Reagan 
administration not to allow the 
Camp David peace process to* 
become “stymied.” 

• He spoke on the eve of special 
Middle East envoy's Sol Linowitz' 
departure for Egypt and Israel. 
Linowitz is due to arrive in Egypt 
today and in Israel on Tuesday. 

"There is a need not to derail the 
Camp David process out of what 


may be an understandable human 
desire to fashion something with 
your own name on it,” he said. 

Referring to the so-called Euro- 
pean peace initiative in the Middle 
East, Brzezinski said the European 
Community would be more likely to 
defer separate action if the new ad- 
ministration shows quick and persis- 
tent interest in the current peace 
process. 

“If the process gets stymied,” he 
said, 'Then I think the Europeans 
would be inclined to go ahead of us, 
and that would, in my judgment, be 
unfortunate." 

Linowitz said last week that he 
has informal assurances that 
Western European nations will 
postpone any independent new 
Middle East initiative until the 
Reagan administration has had an 
opportunity to try its hand with the

Rabbi Meir Kahane was released 
from prison on Friday as a result of 
a reduction of sentence authorized 
by Prime Minister Menahem Begin.

Jewish senator to chair Mideast panel

WASHINGTON. — Republican 
Sen. Rudy Boschwitzof Minnesota, 
the Berlin-born Jewish refugee and 
a strong supporter of Israel, has 
been named chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee's sub- 
committee on the Middle East and 
South Asia. 

Boschwitz will succeed another 
Jewish senator, Democrat Richard 
Stone of Florida. Stone, defeated in 
his party’s primary last October, is 
currently being considered for a 
position in the administration of 
President-elect Ronald Reagan. 

Israeli officials and other pro- 
Israel activists on Capitol Hill were 
delighted that Boschwitz had 
decided to join the key committee 
in the 97tn Congress, especially 
because several other pro-Israel 
members will not be returning. In 
addition to Stone, chairman Frank 
Church of Idaho and Jacob Javits of 
New York were also defeated in re- 
election bids. 


Republican Senator Charles 
Percy of Illinois, who will be com- 
mittee chairman, has recently come 
under fire for reportedly advocating 
a Palestine Liberation Organization 
state led by Yasser Arafat. 
Boschwitz and other members can 
be expected to serve as a coun- 
terweight to Percy's views. 

Meanwhile, several pro-Israel 
members have joined the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, the 
other panel which must review all 
foreign aid programmes. 

This development was warmly 
welcomed by pro-Israel lobbyists 
• because Republican Senator Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon, one of Israel’s 
traditional critics in Congress, will 
be chairman of that panel.

Eliczar Hanoch, the postal ser- 
vices’ area manager, admitted that 
no mail at all was delivered to Abu 
Ghosh for seven weeks in 
September and October. * 

Hanoch said he had been forced 
to abolish the position of village 
postman because of budget cuts 
that followed the resignation of the 
last, half-time, postman over three 
years ago. Post is now delivered to 
the village by a contractor who is 
paid according to the number oflet-' 
ters delivered. His monthly earnings 
average IS580 gross, said Hanoch. 

Hanoch said that while a village 
the size of Abu Ghosh would nor- 
mally have one or even two full- 
time postmen, Abu Ghosh receives 
far fewer, letters than a Jewish set-' 
tlement of the same size. He 
claimed that only about 100 letters a 
day are sent to the village, mostly by 
government offices. 

But Hazan claimed the reason 
people didn't send personal letters 
to Abu Ghosh was because they 
knew they wouldn’t arrive. 

Haj Mosha Abu Ghosh said that 
at least 10 letters his two chOdreh in 


the U.S. sent him over the last year 
railed to arrivfc.

Fewer pilgrims expected 
for Christmas this year

About 33,000 pilgrims — about 10 
per cent fewer than last year — arc 
expected to arrive in Israel this 
week and next for the western 
churches* Christmas celebrations, 
according to the government 
Tourist Administration. 


Despite the overall drop, the ad- 
ministration said, there will be a 
large increase in the numbers of 
pilgrims from West Germany, Bri- 
tain and Latin America. 

The pilgrims mil arrive in a total 


of 633 organized groups, including 
six cruise ships, and will stay mainly 


in hotels in Bethlehem, Jerusalem 
and Nazareth. 


The highlight of the celebrations 
will be the midnight mass at the St. 
Catherine’s Roman Catholic 
church, next to the Church of the 
Nativity, which will be relayed on a 
giant television screen to Manger 
Square. The festivities win begin at 


around noon on Christmas Eve ii 
Bethlehem, with. the ceremonial ar 
rival of the Latin Patriarch. In thi 
evening choirs from Israel an< 
abroad will perform in Mange 
Square. 

There mil be no change in the ar 
rangemcnt5 for travel to Bethlepea 
despite the congestion in previou 
years at the checkpoints into th< 
town.

The radio, quoting returns from 
the electoral commission, gave the 
UPC 65 seats, more than half the 
126-seat parliament. It said the 
Roman Catholic-based Democratic 
Party had 44 seats and the Uganda 
Patriotic Movement. 1. 

As pro-Obote troops celebrated, 
tens of thousands of Baganda 
tribesmen. Obote's enemies, stayed 
home in fear. 

The winning party will choose the 
president for a five-year term. 
Obote did not run for parliament 
but he will be named president and 
inaugurated by tomorrow UPC 
sources said. 

There was rejoicing at Obote's 
victory in eastern and northern 
Uganda, where the UPC ran strong- 


ly. But Kampala, home of the 
Baganda tribe, was sombre and

empty. Shops were closed. 

Minutes after Obote's victory was 
broadcast, thousands of his sup- 
porters. singing and wearing red, 
blue and black UPC colours, 
marched down Kampala's main 
street.

LISBON (UPI). — Moderate Fran- 
cisco Pinto Balsemao emerged 
yesterday as the new chief and 
nominee' for premier of Portugal's 
ruling Democratic Alliance in a 
move that could signal strife within 
the three-party coalitiion. , 


The 44-year-old lawyer and jour- 
nalist was proposed as president of 
the Social Democratic Party, the al- 
liance's biggest, and as premier by 
the party’s 16-member National 
'Political Commission yesterday 
morning. 


Final approval by the party's 70- 


member National Council, the main 
decision-making body between con- 
gresses, came last night. 


Balsemao was tapped despite op- 
position from the party's most con- 
servative wing and from the rightist 


Centre Democrats, the coalition’s 
No. 2 partner. 

Balsemao served as deputy 
premier in the outgoing alliance 
cabinet and was a close — but flexi- 
ble — -collaborator of hardline 
premier Francisco Sa Cameiro, kil- 
led in a recent plane crash. 
Despite reports that all but one of 
the previous government's 15 
ministers had threatened to refuse 
serving in a Balsemao executive, 
Social Democrat spokesman 
Angelo Correia said the political 
commission’s decision was reached 
through “consensus.” 

The alliance's 11 -month-old 
cabinet resigned last Monday- after 
suffering two crippling blows — the 
death or Sa Cameiro and the sweep- 
ing re-election, of leftist-backed 
President -Antonio Ramalho Eanes 
three days later.

On the one side stands a general- 
ly conservative and pro-Western 
bloc led by a new axis comprising 
Saudi Arabia, Iraq and Jordan. 
Syria leads the other campjof pro- 
Soviet tuief more’ fwficaT'partiM 
which include Libya, Algeria and 
the PLO. 

Bat the greatest single threat to 
future Middle East peace efforts has 
been posed by the Syria- Jordan 
political tension, which brought the 
two countries to the brink of 
military confrontation along their 
joint border last week. 

In addition to accusing Jordan of 
supporting- the anti-Syrian Moslem 
Brotherhood movement,- the 
Damascus state media linked the 
conflict to their allegations that 
King Hussein was planning to usurp 
the right of the PLO to represent 
the Palestinians, with a view to join- 
ing the Camp David process. 

Officially, Palestinian leaders 
have carefully avoided adopting 
such an extreme anti-Jordan posi- 
tion. But Palestinian sources said 
they were concerned that the king 
might go over their heads by reviv- 
ing-a proposal for a federated Arab- 
Paiestinian .state on both banks of 
the Jordan river under his tutelage.

CAIRO. — Egypt’s legal opposition 
parties are coming under sharp at- 
tack from President Anwar Sadat 
and are complaining that mounting 
government pressure is undermin- 
ing their struggle for a stronger 
voice. 

From their birth, the three parties 
have been dubbed a tame opposi- 
tion whose existence helped justify 
Sadat's speeches lauding Egypt os a 
democratic oasis in the Arab world. 

It has been debatable whether 
they command more than marginal 
backing among opponents of the 
government and they have been 
hopelessly outnumbered in the Peo- 
ple's Assembly (parliament) where 
Sadat supporters control 350 or 392 
seats. 

But in recent months the opposi- 
tion press has grown more out- 
spoken and some of the criticism 
has been of a personal nature. 

Sadat, who has always made dear 
that Egypt’s political liberalization 
had its limits, is now suggesting the 
opposition parties arc overstepping 
the mark. 

The president has hit out at both 


the centrist Socialist Labour Party 
(SLP) and the leftist Unionist 
Progressive Party (UPP). which was 
accused by Sadat of helping stir up 
the 1977 food riots and now has no 
parliamentary seats. 


The government appeared par- 
ticularly annoyed by articles in A - 
Shaab (The People), the weekly 
paper of the SLP, asking whether 
Sadat was proposing to divert Nile 
water to Israel’s Negev desert. 

Radio stations opposed to 
Sadat's peace treaty with Israel 
took up the issue and broadcast 
emotive accounts of sacred Nile 
water being traded off to revive the 
stalled Middle East peace process. 

To defuse the affair, Sadat went 
before parliamentary supporters 
and denied there was any secret 
agreement with Israel. In an at- 
tempt to solve the Palestinian 
problem, Egypt had once offered 
Nile water, but Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin spurned the idea, 
he said. 

The president criticised A-Shaab. 
not only for its Nile water articles 
but for poking fun at his decision to 


allow the daughter-in-law of ex- 
iting Farouk.ro return to Egypt tor 
the birth of her child. 

The newspaper asked whether 
Sadat was proposing to “do a Fran- 
co” and restore the monarchy after 
his death. 

The president charged that the 
opposition was full of hatred, bad- 
mannered and exploiting false 
.rumours. “This does not serve the 
nation," he said. 

Problems are now piling op for 
the SLP. It is under attack in the 
government-guided press, six of its 
parliamentarians have resigned and 
party leader Ibrahim Shukri says 
there are serious doubts whether A- 
Shaab can continue publication. 

“Anybody who deals in logic can 
see this is a conceited campaign 
against us," he said. 

According to the official Middle 
East News Agency, the six 
parliamentarians who quit the party 
were against the appointment of 
Helmi Murad, an outspoken sup- 
porter of Sadat’s policies as SLP 
deputy leader. 

But Shukri says the six resigned 
because they were under intense 


pressure from members or the rul- 
ing National Democratic Party 
(NDP). “They were told they could * 
no longer represent their con- 
stituencies effectively if they 
remained with us," he said. 

It leaves the SLP with only 17 
seats. The fear in the party is that 
their strength, once as high as 30, 
will be whittled away to less than 10 
seats, at which point Egyptian law 
can deprive the SLP of the right to 
publish a newspaper.

CAIRO. — Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat has enhanced his 
reputation for religious tolerance 
but surprised ‘religious conser- 
vatives by supporting the activities 
of a foreign Shia Moslem sect regar- 
ded as infidel by most of the Islamic 
world. 

Sadat sat next to Sufan Moham- 
med Burhaneddin, leader of the 
wealthy, million-strong Bohara sect, 
at the ceremonial reopening of 
Cairo’s 1, 000-year-old mosque of 
the Fatimid Caliph Al-Hakim. 

Many in this Sunni Moslem coun- 
try look upon the Bohara with 
suspicion and reject their doctrincs. 
The most conservative have even 
talked of the sect using its historical 
links with Cairo to set up a fanatical 
Shia centre.

XT THE ' fiffct" «he ckpoinf 'on' die 
motorway out of Teheran, the 
busload of foreigners and nationals 
escaping from the Iranian capital 
were confronted with an unex- 
pected example of the divisions 
prevalent in the Islamic Republic. 

An army convoy of four Land- 
Rovers had been held - up by the 
revolutionary guards manning the 
post .and an argument had 
developed. It soon escalated from 
shouting to pushing and then to an 
outright brawl. It was left to the pas- 
sengers of the bus to part the warr- 
ing groups, some of whom were by 
then bleeding profusely. 

A young officer explained: "We 
aren’t going to accept them pushing 
us about any .more. It is because of 
them that Iran cannot hit back any 
harder at the Iraqis, but they don’t 
do the fighting — we do and still 
they brand us anti-revolutionary 

Apart frffm serving as an exam- 
ple of the not overly friendly rela- 
tions between the guards and the 
regular Iranian army, the scenes at 
the checkpoint are a clear indica- 
tion of the increasingly tense mood 
of Teheran as a direct consequence 
of the Gulf war. 

; Back in September the war had 
served to defuse the tension which 
had built up to a peak due to the 
“cultural revolution” unleashed by 
a worried Ayatollah Khomeini in 
July. The summer had been hot and 
bloody, full of purges, principally 
directed against the moderate 
nationalists, while Ayatollah 
Beheshti and his fundamentalist al- 
lies consolidated their power. 

The war focused attention on an. 
external enemy, for a time at least 
uniting the various squabbling fac- 
tions and easing the pressure on ihe - 
(eft-wing “anti-revolutionaries’’. ‘ • 

The first six weeks of the war 
made Teheran a quieter, more bor- 
ing place. The petrol shortage 
brought a drastic reduction in traf- 
fic, and driving from one side of the 
sprawling metropolis to the other, 


which used to take at least an hour- 
ond-a-tialf- becamaTa m atter'of no 
more than 20 minutes. 

With no attacks since the early 
days of the conflict (and the two Ira- 
qi air raids were farcical, with AQ per 
cent of the bombs failing to ex- 
plode), it is only at night that 
Teheran shows signs that there is a 
war on. The streets are blacked out 
and patrolled by hundreds of 
revolutionary guards, the 
restaurants are closed, there is a 
rush for home at half past five. By a 
quarter past six, silence and 
darkness reign. 


The public at first reacted 
remarkably calmly to the outbreak 
of war, but in the last few weeks the 
mood has changed. The power- 
struggle has been waged openly 
ever since the short detention of 
former Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Ghotbzadeh after he criticised tiie 
fundamentalists on television. 

Just as it was the war which 
defused tension, in the first place, so 
it has been the war, particularly its 
economic consequences, which has 
caused tension to return. 

The first visible sign of the 
economic mess came when the 
authorities closed down' the private 
money-changers on Fe'rdowsi 
Street. Ever since the revolution, 
one had been able to change foreign 
currency there at twice or three 
times the official rate. The two dif- 
fering rates were even published in 
the newspapers. 

No more. In a swoop by 
revoiutionaiy guards and plain- 
clothes . police, all the money- 
changers were arrested and forced 
to hand over any foreign currency 
they liad on them. 

The government decision to ra- 
tion certain basic foodstuffs, such as 
sugar, and to treble petrol prices, 
caused more general discontent u It 
wasn’t .so bad having to queue 
every now and again for something 
like washing-powder, but the 
variety of goods In short supply' is 
getting larger and larger.* Pm getting 


fed up with it,** one woman told me, 
and her answer was typical of many 
others. 

As the war continues, shortages 
are bound to become more 
widespread, as is popular discon- 
tent As one businessman put it: 
“The government just docs not have 
the cash needed to continue 
meeting the increased bill for im- 
ports. They can’t get any credit and 
the only way foreign businesses 
will sell is if they get paid first." 

The government is also facing in- 
creasing difficulties in paying its 1 
own employees. “This month I got 
paid 10 days late, and we’ve 
already been warned next month 
will be even woree," one civil ser- 
vant said. 


Unemployment is conservatively 
estimated at 20 per cent, and it is 
naturally the poorest section of the 
population which suffers most from 
economic decline. At a shanty town 
in eastern Teheran — beside a 
building rite on which aO work has, 
ceased since the revolution — the 
deprivation of these people can be 
seen very clearly. 

Sitting around wood fires outride 
their little mud and corrugated-iron 
“houses”, the people were at first 
not very forthcoming. When they 
finally opened up, the stream of dis- 
content seemed almost endless. 


“In the days of the Shah there 
was now and again some work. 
Now there is none. There is no 
money and now with this war not 
. even fueL They won't give us any, 
so we have to manage with wood 
but with winter just about here, 
there isn’t enough for all of its.” 
But had not the local Komiieh 
come to their a d? “They came to us 
once, before the war. All promises 
about houses and maybe even work. 
But when we went round the other 
day they got angry. There’s a war 
on, they told us, there are more im- 
portant matters to deal with. No, 
the revolution has forgotten us."

Hie sultan's 
brother Nejmeddin dismissed the 
accusations as “gross distortion." 

Sunni Moslem Pakistan has also 
withdrawn its recognition of the 
Bohara as a legitimate sect Some 
Egyptians would - clearly have 
preferred President Sadat not to - 
identify himself with the sect. 


The Sunnis cannpt accept Bohara 
doctrines like the infallibility of the 
sultan or practices such as kissing 
the ground in front of his throne. 

They differ in their understanding 
. of Egyptian history. To the Bohara, 
the Fatimid caliphs were the true in- 


heritors of prophet Mohamn 
inspiration and AI-Hakim hit 
was a wise, just and teamed n 

But to the Egyptians their foi 
rulers were alien conquerors 
Al-Hakim was an unpredici 
tyrant given to issuing unusua 
ders such as banning scaleless 
shoes for women and wailin 
funerals.

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Babin’s distractions 


THE REAFFIRMATION of Shimon Peres as chairman of the 
Labour Party and its candidate for prime minister at the party's con- 
vention later this week is as sure a thing as anything can be in politics. 

The challenger Yitzhak Rabin, knows this although it is un- 
derstandable why he should refuse to concede this before Thursday's 
convention vote. He admitted as much yesterday, when he chose to 
emphasize the determination of his supporters* to organize as a dis- 
crete faction in the party even after the vote. ’ 

But there is reason to doubt the validity of Rabin's prediction. The 
Rabin “camp" consisting of the bulk of the Kibbutz Hameuhad, itself 
a small minority of the party, plus a smattering of political of- 
ficeholders and activists in various urban Labour branches, can be 
expected to look out for their own futures in the party, and in the 
government Labour hopes to form after the next elections. 

In the absence; Of a Significantly different stand on major issues, it 
is highly doubtful whether this group of individuals will indeed 
remain a faction following the demise of the Rabin challenge. Peres, 
u practised party operator, .can certainly be expected to seek a max- 
imum of party unity after.the divisive vote, by offering the Kibbutz 
Hameuhad people reasonable representation. The others will have to 
fight for themselves in th.e standard sort of jockeying for position if 
and when the party -wins power in those elections. 

Peres needs no advice on handling this particular problem. It is to 
be hoped also that he will not succumb to entreaties to include Rabin 
himself in a future Labour cabinet. This could only signal paralysis 
and weakness. The electorate, sensitive to the morass of personal 
contention that has bedevilled the present Likud government, would 
simply feel that Labour will give (hem the same. 

Peres' main problem, now that the first stage of assuring his control 
of the party machinery is. nearing its denouement, is that of rising 
above Labour's internal issues. The polls that consistently show one 
third to one half of the electorate undecided in regard to their vote 
next year are a. reflection of the doubts that linger in voters' minds 
concerning Labour's fitness to rule Israel; 

That the final years of Labour's hegemony constituted evidence of 
its unfitness to perform that task is a matter of historical record. The 
Begin government's sorry performance of the past three and a half 
years, however, is in itself no proof that Labour has indeed used its 
years in the opposition to learn from its own period of decay; 

The- next month will be the period in which Prime Minister Begin . 
will decide whether to go for early elections, in May or June, or 
whether to stick it out until next November. This will also be the ‘ 
period in which Shimon Peres will have to shift gears, from ad- 
dressing himseir exclusively to the politicians of his party who held 
his fate in their hands up to this week; to addressing himself to the na- 
tion at-large. 

Paying off political supporters and buying. the support and loyalty 
of erstwhile opponents, by all means. But this is far from being 
enough.' Peres will have to display his leadership by constructing a 
team .of attractive and new cabinet-rank personalities. He will also 
have to forge dear policy positions- to speak with a voice that is 
decisive and clear.

MORE THAN 100 international 
scholars, scientists and artists — in- 
cluding 30 Nobel laureates — 
recently issued a “statement of con- 
science” voicing “alarm at the 
growing danger to ' world peace 
resulting from the erosion of the 
UN.” 

The statement — signed by 
French author Simone de Beauvoir, 
Sir Isaiah Berlin of Oxford Univer- 
sity, Nobel-Prize physicist Hans 
Bethe and 'historian Barbara 
Tuchman, among others — said that 
the world body was being “perver- 
ted by irrelevant political machina- 
tions" that have “crippled" UN 
agencies such as the International 
Labour Organization, World Health 
Organization and UNESCO. 

Citing the “assaults orchestrated 
by the Soviet and Arab blocs in 
their campaign to isolate and dis- 
credit Israel," the signers said: 

“The United Nations condemns 
the historic Egyptian-1 sraeli peace 
treaty and exalts PLO. terrorists. 
Those who vow to eliminate the 
State of Israel -and refuse to make 
peace are permitted to sit in the 
councils of the peacemakers, while 
Israel, a member state created in 
fidelity to the principles of the UN, 
is slandered and faced with the 
threat of dchgitimization.” 

Other signers of the declaration 
' were Eugene Ionesco, French 
playwright, French philosopher 
Bernard-Henri Levy, Benjamin 
Hooks, executive director of the 
National Association for the Advan- 
cement of Colored People, AFL- 
CJO President Lane Kirkland, 
Leonard Bernstein, and Prof. 
Richard Pipes, a member of the 
Reagan transition team. L.H. 
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DtSPlTE the distractions of the 
Grciver and Abuhatzcira affairs, the 
issue or the proposed annexation of 
ihe Golan can be expected to return 
to the centre of the political stage in 
the coming week.

More pressing than formally annexing the Golan 
is reassuring the people living there that Israel 
intends to stay permanently, writes The Post’s 
YOSEF GOELL. : 


case of the Golan. It may sound 
curious to many, but after three and 
a half years in office, it is glaringly 
obvious that Begin has no 
emotional ties to the Golan. During 
the same 42 months in which hehas 
visited the U.S. seven times, Begin 
has never once been to the Golan. 

Eretz Yisrael Hashlema — the 
Greater Land of Israel — to which 
Begin and Herut are committed, 
would seem to refer exclusively to 
Judea, Samaria and united 
Jerusalem. Certainly not to Sinai 
and the Rafiah Salient, which Begin 
and Dayan (the champion of post- 
1967 settlement in Rafiah) gave up 
so easily as a precondition for the 
peace talks with Sadat. And very 
possibly also, neither to the Golan. 

If anyone has an emotional com- 
mitment to the Golan, it is Labour. 
It is unlikely that Geula Cohen was 
motivated by any urge to embarrass 
Labour. But there is reason to 
believe that the. embarrassment of 
Labour, and of Peres, will loom 
large in Begin's calculations on 
what stand to take on the Golan 
Bill. 

THERE IS also a difference 


between the contexts in which the 
Jerusalem amd the Golan Bills are 
being discussed. 

Comment on the effects of the 
Jerusalem Law has tended to con- 
centrate on the political damage it 
has caused. The removal of the few 
foreign embassies located in 
Jerusalem in retaliation for the 
enactment of the law is certainly to 
be regretted; but the matter is not 
.that one-sided. Although Geula 
Cohen's original intention was to 
embarrass Begin and Herut, the 
context in which the issue came to 
the fore was the autonomy talks, in 
which both Egypt and the U.S. had 
flouted the unwritten understanding 
that the question of Jerusalem 
would be left to the last. 

Instead, the Egyptian parliament 
adopted a stand that Jerusalem was 
and must remain, an Arab . city. 
Given the profoundly “democratic" 
nature of that body, this in itself was 
of little importance, except for the 
fact that President Sadat made no 
effort to head off such an inflam- 
matory resolution in the midst of 
delicate negotiations with Israel. 

Of greater importance, was the 


fact that the U.S. saw fit to raise the 
matter of the participation of 
Jerusalem’s Arab population in the 
elections to the representative body 
of the West Bank autonomous 
areas. Given that challenge, 1 would 
argue that the potential damage en- 
tailed in not enacting the Jerusalem 
Law far outweighed the damage 
that resulted from its adoption. In 
view of Israel's surprisingly easy 
retreat from the whole at Sinai, it was 
essentia] that future negotiating 
partners be left in no doubt about 
Israel's probable reaction to de-. 
mauds for territorial concessions on 
other fronts. 

There is no similar situation at 
present in regard to the Golan. If 
Israel has managed to. develop the 
Golan as she has over 13 years 
without formally annexing it, there 
seems to be no pressing reaso n — 
as there was in the case of 
Jerusalem — to annex it now. 


WHAT IS PRESSING is the need 
to reassure the people in”£Be Golan 
that Israel intends to stay there per- 
manently. with or without formal 
annexation. For the main problem 
is not the imminence of Assad’s 
“pulling a Sadat”, but the under- 
mining of confidence in the Israel 
government's intention' and ability 
to withstand pressures to descend 
from the Golan Heights. , 

Re-establishing that confidence is 
of even greater importance for the 
1 1,000 Druse residents of the Golan 
than for the 7,000 Israeli settlers. 
For the latter, retreat will mean 
having to give op their homes and 
dreams; for many , of the Druse, it 
will mean running the risk of giving 
up their lives. 

Reassuring the inhabitants of the 
Golan and making an unmistakable 
declaration of intentions to the 
Arabs and to the U.S. in regard to 
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WITH THE date of Knesset elec- 
tions approaching, the public mil 
soon be swamped once more with 
clichis and slogans which appeal to 
their emotions and prejudices 
rather than their judgement and 
critical analysis. 

“Equality," “Zionism," 
“socialism," “peace,” “quality of 
life,” “a better society,” are some of 
the expressions that will be heard 
from platforms across the country.

I'm convinced that ma- 
jor Jewish fund-raising for 1979 and 
the projections for 1980 do not 
validate Steven Cohen's pessimistic 
predictions. 

Yes, the patterns of Jewish giving 
in the U.S. are undergoing dramatic 
changes. But not all of these- 
changes are necessarily negative. As 
a matter of fact, Steven Cohen, in 
his Yearbook article, makes 


reference to two very positive 
developments: 

(1) "Today’s younger Jews are in 
deed less likely to contribute to 
organized Jewish philanthropy but, 
when they give, they are more 
generous than their elders or 
predecessors." 

(2) “The wealthy can no longer be 
expected to serve as philanthropic 
stalwarts. Jewish philanthropy has 
become less elitist (in financial 
terms) than in the past.” The ob- 
vious implication of this latter point 
is that there is a broadening base of 
philanthropic support — by no 
means a basis for a pessimistic 
prognosis. 

Many of my colleagues believe 
that a convincing case can be made 
in support of a positive forecast for 
Jewish fund-raising.
